" . . . I was carrying a boy 


who got killed down a mountain 
and fell and landed with a tree 
stump in the middle of my back 
and got it all fouled up. 


"I had froze my feet the night 


before we made our attack but 
got them, partially thawed out. 
I thought I had just sprained my 
back and in spite of the medics 
telling me to go back, I stayed 
with the company for three more 
days. 


"My back kept getting worse 


and then I really froze my feet 
solid. They gave me a direct or- 
der to get off the hill and report 
to the aid station and here I am. 


Don't Worry 


"I don't know if they will send 


me back to Korea or not. I don't 
think they know what is wrong 
yet or if they can do anything 
for me or not. Don't worry about 
me though because 
I will be 


okay . .. " 


Sgt. Adams is the father of 


two children,., Diana Kay, 4, and 
Michael Lee, 1. 
During World 


War n, he was captured by the 
Germans and held prisoner until

Allied Troops 
Move 10 Miles 
Beyond Woiiju 


Task Force Hits 
Behind Red Lines 
In Two Sectors 


TOKYO— (AP) —Allied troops 


slashed more than 10 miles be- 
yond Wonju on. the central Korean 
front today and to the southeast 
recaptured the key mountain town 
of Yongwol. 


A heavily-armed patrol with 


tanks blazed through Hoengsong, 
10 miles north of Wonju, and push- 
ed on to within 33 miles of the 
38th parallel before withdrawing, 
a field dispatch said. 


Farthest Advance 


It was the farthest northward 


advance by any allied force since 
Seoul, the Korean capital, was 
abandoned. On the way back 'the 
task force was engaged by a com- 
pany of enemy troops. The Reds 
retreated with heavy casualties.^ 


The Han river town of Yongwol 


southeast of Wonju, fell to allied 
attack after an air and artillery 
bombardment. 


The capturing force was not 


identified. 
However, the U. S. 


Seventh division, only American 
force to reach the Manchurian bor- 
der in the Korean war, has been 
operating south of the Tungsten 
mining town. 


Damage Three Jets 


In the air, swift F-84 Thunder- 


jets damaged three Russian-built 
MIGs in northwest Korea. First 
reports had claimed one enemy jet 
shot down but the Fifth Air Force 
later revised its toll. 


Maj. Gne. Eearle E. Partridge, 


Fifth Air Force commander, said 
63 enemy jets have been destroy- 
ed, probably destroyed or damaged 
since the Russian-made planes first 
showed in the Korean war last 
November. 


U.~~S,. air losses during the same 


period, ift said, were five. 


On the ground, a band of 500 


rifle women showed seven miles 
south of Yongwol with a Red Ko- 
rean force of 1,500 troops.

Nehru Blasts 
U.S. Policy 
In Far East 


. .NEW DELHI, 
India—(AP)— 


Prime Minister Nehru of India, in** 
a broadcast bristling with criti- 
cism of the United States' policy 
in Asia, called tonight for a con- 
ference of major powers to dis- 
cuss world problems, "instead of 
talking at each other across thou- 
sands of miles." 


"It is clear that enough has been 


said on both sides for negotiation 
in a conference to be the next 
fruitful step," Nehru said. 


The Indian leader contended the 


American proposal to name Com- 
munist China an aggressor in Ko- 
rea—a policy backed by 
both 


houses of the U. S. congress—"can- 
not lead to peace." He said: 


"It can only lead to intensifica- 


tion of conflicts and might perhaps 
close the door to any attempt at 
solution by negotiation. 
It is a 


tremendous responsibility for any 
person to take such a step. At no 
time should this door be closed, 
for if we close it, we also close the 
door to a civilized approach to any 
problem. 


Nehru's broadcast marked his 


return from the London meeting 
of prime ministers of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Great 
Britain also is opposing any plans 
to impose UN penalties against 
the Red Chinese as aggressors.

Careless Official Statements 
Are Much Comfort to Enemy 
*• 


WASHINGTON— (NEA) — President Truman's off- 


hand-press conference admission that the United States 
would not bomb 'China, without United States permission was 
another one of those things that would have been better 
left unsaid. 


Coming on top of the president's atcftnic-bomb use mix- 


up of a month before, the question is raised on whether there 
should not be some kind of censorship on statements in high 
places. 


Military censorship in the field has been clamped on by 


General MacArthur. The security systems in government 
agencies are now tighter than they've ever been. But when 
the head man himself chooses to talk out loud there isn't any 
higher authority that can make him clam up. 


Apparently there isn't anything the White House staff 


can do to shut off these disastrous ad libs. They have been 
going on since October, 1945, when the president in an off- 
hand remark to reporters gave away a secret on atomic bomb 
policy without realizing what he had done. Performances like 
this must make aides new ulcers daily.. 


There wasn't anything particularly new about the presi- 


dent's latest statement that the United States would not 
bomb China wiliout United Nations' permission. Such a pol- 
icy is implicit in the United Nations Security Council resolu- 
tions of last June. 


They authorized the United Nations troops to restore 


order in Korea. They gave th'ose forces no authority to act 
beyond Korea. This the Red Chinese and the Russians could 
have surmised for themselves merely by reading the text of 
those documents. 
Better Keep 'em Guessing 


But the point is, why was it necessary to go out of the 


way to tell the Communist leaders in plain language that 
there would be no action against them outside the Korean 
borders? As long as there was any doubt about it, the Com- 
munist generals would have had to move with a certain 
amount of caution. 


Now that the Reds have it on Mr. Truman's own word 
that there will be no bombing against Manchuria or China, 
they can proceed accordingly. 
They have complete assur- 


ance there will be no long-range bombing until the United 
Nations passes a new resolution. This would presumably be 
done only after considerable debate, if done at all. 


What the president did was telegraph that he wasn't go- 


ing to punch them there. And in a fight, it is just as impor- 
tant to know where you aren't going to be hit as to know 
where you may be hit. 


The president had''successfully ducked this question be- 


fore. In the famous Nov. 30 press conference, in which he 
said the United States was considering use of the atomic 
bomb at all times, the president was asked: 


"Will United Nations troops be allowed to bomb across 
the Manchurian border?" 


The president replied that he couldn't answer that ques- 


tion that morning. It was a perfect answer. It left the Reds 
guessing. It gave the impression that it might happen later. 
Lets Cat Out of Bag 


In the most recent press conference, the president started 


out on this same track. He was asked directly, almost like 
a follow-up to the original question of a month earlier: 


"Are we going to ask the United Nations for permission 
to bomb China?" 


The president said he did not have that under considera- 


tion. This wasn't as good an answer as the earlier one, but 
it was good enough. It left the- Communists with the impres- 
sion that there might be some doubt about asking the United 
Nations for this authority, and that if any such decision was 
considered, it would be the United States alone that would do 
. the considering. 


The trouble came on the next round of questions when 


the matter was brought up once again. A reporter asked if 
he could clear up a point. The president said sure: 


"Is it correct to assume," the reporter asked, "that we 


would not bomb China without checking with the United 
Nations?" 


The president said yes. And that let the cat out of the 


bag. The answer was accurate and correct from the interna- 
national law standpoint. It was just a bad leak of informa- 
tion from the military standpoint. 


This is the kind of stuff that officials have to watch all 


the time in their public statements. It is from open slips of 
this kind that an enemy can pick up more valuable intelli- 
gence than can be obtained from a whole network of spies.

some of the dangers of freezing 
the pack during the early stages of 
a hand. Such a freeze is often just 
an out-and-out gamble. There are 
times, however, when an early 
freeze is the correct play. 


For example, suppose one oppo- 


nent melds five or six cards from 
his hand, whereupon the other op- 
ponent also melds a few cards 
from his hand. You are now play- 
ing against two small hands, while 
you and your partner still hold 
your full eleven cards. This is a 
very good time to freeze. 


The opponents may meld out be- 


fore you or your partner can pick 
up the pile, but there is nothing 
you can do about that You are 
certainly not worse off for having 
frozen the pack. If you had let the 
opponents take a worthwhile dis- 
card pile, they would have scored 
even -more and you would have 
lost a big hand instead of just a 
small hand. 


If the opponents fail to meld out 


in a hurry, you or your partner 
should be able to take the pile in 
a short time. Then, by reasonably 
carerul discarding, you can prob- 
ably keep picking up the pile un- 
til the hand ends. With average 
luck, you can run up a big score. 


This, of course, is a situation 


that you should be able to bring 
about only against poor players. 
Good players will avoid depleting 
their 
hands during the early 


rounds unless they expect to meld 
out very quickly. 


Even when only one opponent 


depletes his hand you may still 
have a sound early freeze. For 
example, suppose both sides need 
90 points for the initial meld, and 
that the opponent at your right 
melds three aces and jack-jack- 
deuce from his hand. After his 
discard, he holds only five cards. 
You hold a miserable hand, con- 
taining practically no pairs and 
only one deuce. You have two 


black threes and one other discard 
that you believe to be safe. Should 
you freeze? 


This is not a bad freeze. You 


are completely safe for three 
rounds, with your deuce and your 
two black threes. After that you 
still have the other discard that 
you believe to be safe. By the time 
you have made four plays, the dis- 
cards will tell you what else is 
safe. 


In the meantime, your partner 


should have no trouble. He is dis- 
carding to a five-card hand, which 
should be easy enough. There is an 
excellent chance that he can build 
up the minimum count and get the 
pack. If he doesn't, you may be 
lucky enough to draw a joker and 
build up the count yourself.' 


You might ask: "Why freeze the 


pack? Why not just discard a 
black thre'e? Then discard your 
other black three at the next turn. 
Later on, you can decide whether 
or not to freeze." 


That wouldn't be a bad line of 


play, but there are definite advan- 
tages to the immediate freeze. You 
make it easier for your partner to 
stay out of trouble. Without the 
freeze, the player who follows your 
partner might take the pack with 
one matching card and a wild 
card; after your freeze, he needs 
a matching pair. 


Moreover, you notify your part- 


ner that you have several safe 
discards, 
since 
otherwise 
you 


wouldn't dare freeze the pack. 
That information may be very 
important to him. 
* * *

Congenital Heart Disease 
Can Be Treated by Surgery 


Heart disease of various kinds 


is responsible for much invalidism 
and far too many deaths. The 
kind discussed in today's column is 
that which is present at birth— 
congenital heart disease. 


There are even several kinds of 


congenital heart disease. In some 
the openings between 
different 


chambers of the 
heart 
which 


should close before birth fail to 
do so; in others, blood vessels 
which are useful during the pre- 
birth period remain open or fail 
to develop normally. 


The defect in the heart may be 


so large that death follows almost 
immediately after birth. In many 
others, however, the abnormality 
is slight or at least not so serious 
that life cannot be sustained for 
years. In the moderately severe 
cases the infant has a purplish 
color and these children are com- 
monly spoken of as "blue babies." 


This coloration is caused by the 


fact that blood leaving the heart, 
which has received oxygen from 
the lungs, is mixed with blood re- 
turning to the heart which has 
lost its oxygen and has the blue 
color that is seen normally in the 
veins. 


In addition to the blue color 


most small Infants with congeni- 
tal heart conditions develop, in 
the course of time, a sort of club- 
bing appearance at the ends of 
their fingers and toes. The num- 
ber of red blood cells increases in 


these children also. 


Today many victims of congeni- 


tal heart disease can be treated 
successfully by surgery. Needless* 
to say, the operations used in such"* 
cases require great skill and dex- 
terity. Not all of those with birth 
defects of the " heart are good 
risks even for the marvelous op- 
erations possible today. 


Nevertheless, surgery has again 


proved its ability to extend life 
and h»alth along lines which would 
have been thought utterly impos- 
sible a few years ago. Sometimes 
the results seem like miracles.

Victims of mild types of con- 


genital heart disease may live for 
many years without showing im- 
portant symptoms. Indeed, al- 
though it is not too difficult for 
an experienced doctor to make a 
diagnosis of congenital heart dis- 
ease, it may be impossible in some 
cases to tell exactly what defect is 
present. 


Children with congenital hearty 


disease must avoid infections and 
strain. 
Their activity must al- 


most always be somewhat curbed 
so that they will not throw too 
much of a burden on a heart which 
canot stand it.
